working busls. At the present time 
lifly men and ttic necessary horses and 
tractors are doing nothing but plant- 
Ing young trees.

Then the work must wait until next 
year. 


One thousand acres this year will be. 


planted with 1,000,000 young trees. Tho 
Nebraska National forest consists of 
205,000 acres, which were withdrawn 
from Ihe pub.llc domain In 1002. ^r> 
brnskans laughingly remark the tract 
was called a "fori-st" because in all 
the 200,000 acres there was not a 
single tree of nny description. 


Trees Would Not Grow. 


The sandhills of western Nebraska 


nre just what their name Implies. They 
are partially covered with a sort of 
grass, especially In Ilic small valleys. 
The country cannot he farmed. So the 
very roughest porilon was segregated 
and made Into a "forest." 


Jiul trees would-not grow when 


planted. Thousands and thousands of 
young pine, sumo; and other similar 
trees were brought frnni \VlK-unsin 
and Minnesota nml were planted on 
(he hills. They promptly died. Differ- 
ent species were obtained from the 
mountains, but they also died. Trees 
were brought from still other sections 
of the country nnd were plumed, hut 
they all went the Eame way. Then 
those In charge of the project de- 
termined to grow a tree Hint would 
thrive under sandhill conditions. So 
they established the' "liessey" nursery 
—named after Dr. Charles B. iiesscy, 
tlie famous botanist. 
, 


For eighteen.years the experts have 


worked at' producing 8 tree which 
would measure up to their necessities, 
«nd-Uiey haveVdevaloned'a hardy'elais 
'of nursery Elo'ok' wHcTr Ihey-'have

Preparing the Soil. 


'] To" eliminate' the' toiliri^tltlon: for 
•'moisture by, the native vegetation a 
'deep furrow' la plowed, and In the 
' bottom of this furrow a specially de- 
ilgned plow makes a suitable trench, 
In which the young trees are set, and 
<ke sand Is tramped down tightly 
about the tree roots. The surface of 
the sand becomes very dry, but the 
moisture is retained deep down where 
the roots of the young trees are 
tamped down. The number of trees 
which died Is very small compared 
with the totfri number planted out. 


Tne early plantings of tlie developed 


stock have flourished, many of the 
trees now being thirty feet or more In 
height. The original heavy stand of 
grass on the ground has given way to 
a thick floor of decaying pine needles, 
which, It la expected, will materially 
change and Improve the character of 
the soil. As high as SO per cent, of (he 
trees planted In some years have lived. 
The average Is between 60 per cent 
and 70 per cent. 


The ranchers In tlie sand hills have 


taken up Ihe Idea of reforestation, nnd 
there Is scarcely a caltle ranch within 
fifty miles of the national forest that 
has not planted a windbreak or a wood 
lot. Kach year since 1912, when seed-

cross belwcen an antelope and n wild 
boar. It Is hunleii by Ihe Mexicans 
for Ifs hide nnd bristles, and. while 
Its meat Is pnlatnblo, it cannot be 
kept like that of the pig.

Most, ptopie have an Idea that gar- 


dens are cultivated solely for the pur- 
pose of killing weeds. As a matter of 
fact, ihe killing of weeds Is Just one 
object ol garden cultivation, says, the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The roots of plums require air 
Just the sauie as do the tops, and U 
the ground Is packed or hard or Is 
sunbaked over Ihe surface after a beat- 
Ing rain, the roots cannot gtt air, and 
for that reason the plnnts will suffer 
If not cultivated. The same thing Is 
true where the land Is poorly drained 
and waterlogged. The wnter keeps out 
the air and the roots cuiinot feed liie 
plants. 


Cultivation lias another object, In. 


that It breaks up the soil particles and 
makes plunl food available for tha 
feeding rootlets of the plants, Many 
persons, however,,make Ihe mistake of 
cultivating too deeply, and by so do- 
Ing cut off or Injure the feeding root- 
lets and deprive the plant of Its source 
of nourishment and support. Frequent 
shallow cultivation during dry weather 
results In the formation of a layer of 
fine dust which serves as a mulch or 
blanket to retain moisture. ' 


Cultivating Aftor Rains. 


The soil should always be cultivated 


Just as soon as It Is sufficiently dry to 
be^safcly worked after heavy rains. 
If It Is not cultivated, a crust forms, the 
surface bakes, and the crops are In- 
jured. The same will apply where Ir- 
rigation is used, and It has been found 
best to give the soil a thorough soak- 
lug, 
Ihcn cultivate us soon as It Is 


dry enough, nnd apply no more water 
until absolutely necessary. 


The hoc and the steel rake are the 


most Important tools for cultivating 
the small garden. On a larger scale 
a wheel hoe or a horse cultivator may 
be used to advantage. The wheel-hoe 
out (Its are provided with a number of 
different attachments adapted for the 
different' types ot work to be per- 
formed. 
These Implements have the 


advantage that one can go over the 
garden very rapidly and break up the 
surface of the soil In a comparatively 
short time. It Is generally necessary, 
however, to follow with the hoe and 
the lingers to remove any weeds that 
have not been destroyed by the wheel 
cultivator.

Tills little home-made Implement can 
be used very soon after a rain to loos- 
en the surface, so that any small seeds 
can break through. 


It should be bome In mind that the

If 
allowed to become established, It Is 
much more difficult to get rid of them 
than If they are taken In time. If the

In fact, where oth- 
er crops, welt lilted for this method 
of preservation, can iie grown profit- 
ably It Is seldom advisable to use It 
fur this, purpose. One reason corn Is 
su popular for slluge l-i that It yields 
a large tonnage at one harvesting, 
something which cannot be said of al- 
falfa. 
' 


Alfalfa Is somewhat dllllcult to han- 


dle with ordinary silage machinery, 
and Is hard to pack properly In the 
silo. 
It often becomes moldy nnd 


slimy, as do various other legumes, 
when put up In (Ids way. Special 
care must be in ken In packing Hits 
sllnge because of the high percentage 
of protein In It.wlilcli causes it to 
[Mitrcfy instead of ferment when too 
much air Is present. 


There are times, however, when al- 


falfa may be made Into silage, for In. 
stance when weather conditions an' 
unfavorable for the curing of buy. 
Good sliage may be made from par- 
tially wilted alfalfa if It Is cut.tine 
enough and well packed. If It is part- 
ly cured .before running through the 
cutler some.added water muy Improve 
the silage, but experience has shown

that a "washy" silage may result If 
freshly cut alfalfa Is put up while wet 
with rala. 
Under reasonably favor- 


able conditions alfalfa can be made 
Into hay at less erpensc than Into 
silage. 


Alfalfa and corn mixed make good 


silage. The corn adds the sugar anil 
starch necessary for th'e right fermen- 
tation.. For the same reason the rail- 
ing of sorghums or small grains with 
the alfalfa Improves the silage. The 
addition of 'crude molasses to alfalfa 
also Increases the chances of produc- 
ing a good quality of sllugc. The Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
Ims made some preliminary experi- 
ments which Indicate that good silage 
can be made by mixing struw of any 
of the small grains with alfalfa, If 
the mixing Is done as the material 
pusses. t through the cutter and water 
Is a dried''to make It pack well. 


Although alfalfa Is nut an Ideal st- 


lage crop, It makes a nutritious silage 
when properly handled. With all the j 
facts In mind, says the Department of 
Agriculture, the farmer should be able 
to Judge for himself whether or not he 
should put his crop In the silo.

ketable until June. 1923. and Is a very 
uncertain crop for the average fanner 
to grow who is not In touch with the 
market.. The average yield-on the 
13/100 acres grown last year was 28 
bushels per acre. 
.It costs consid- 


erably, more to produce a bushel of 
.pop corn than a .bushel of field corn 
nnd.under present conditions It ap- 
pears .that unless a man has been 
growing this crop for a number of 
years and Is reasonably sure of being 
able to nnd a good market he had 
better not grow It this year.
